Mrs. Felton looked very cheerful, and 
though it was just a littlepast 7 o’clock, she 
had read the doctor’s speech in The Tribune, 
and with her‘ keen perception observed one 
sentence was misplaced in order of arrange- 
ment. 

When the train pulled out handkerchiefs 
were waved and the crowd dispersed. 

Major Wharton, recent member of the demo- 
tratic executive committee of Floyd county re- 
marked thatin all his life such scenes as he 
witnessed in Rome during the Felton meeting 
were equaled only by Andy Johnson pitching 
into the know-nothings, in 1855, and at that 
time everybody went wild with enthusiasm.

THE RESOLUTIONS PASSED. 

The resolutions passed by the democratic 
executive committee of Floyd county and pub- 
lished in THE CoNsTITUTION, have been the 
subject of comment. That resolution stated 
that only one primary had been held in Floyd 
county in twenty years, and that one resulted 
in serious trouble to the party."

The method 
ordered by the executive committee was a 
primary in each district in 
which the candidate was voted for 
direct. There were also voted for ten delegates 
from each district who composed a convention 


ee OO. managers Of election certified 
who were delegates, an 6 cuuvenuol con- 


solidated the votes, declared the persons re- 
ceiving the highest number of votes for the 
legislature to be the democratic nominees, and 
those receiving the highest number of votes 
for the other offices to be the choice 
of Floyd county; and delegates were 
sent to the different conventions who 
were known to be favorable to the choice of 
Floyd. Thecampaign was an exciting one 
and complicated, by reason of the various in- 
terests involved. The result was the election 
ofevery candidate which Floyd county de- 
clared in favor of, and the party came out 
gironger than before.”’

He went on 
one of them to Savannah Monday, and was 
shot by some unknown party during a general 
explosion of firearms.

THE DEADLY GRIS 


WHICH IS BEING GROUND AT GOR- 
DON COURT. 


Two Condemned to the Gallows in One 
Week—R. G. Collins and Emily 
Boone Convicted at Calhoun. 

Carnown, Ga., September 5.—[Special.]—It 
is probable that there will be a double hang- 
ing in Gordon county at an early date. 

R. G. Collins, the wife murderer, and Emily 
Boone, the negro poisoner, were both convicted 
this week, and there is little chance of revers- 
ion of the sentence, though Collins will ap- 
peal, and his lawyers will be 
able to secure him a short lease on life. 

The public knows something of the Collins 
case, but the testimony drawn out by Solicitor 
Fite shows an inhuman brutality that is hard 
to realize in a civilized country. 

The negro who turned states’ evidence testi- 
fied that Collins met him in North Carolina 
and offered him $50 to put his wife out of the 
way, telling him that he wanted to marry an- 
other woman whom he loved better. 

How he conceived such an inhuman dis- 
like for his wife is hard to tell. 
Reliable reports from her former home 
in North Carolina are to the effect that her 
character was above reproach, Collins mar- 
ried herin the bloom of young womanhood, 
and she was little over twenty when they 
came to Gordon county. A womanof more 
than usual beauty of form and face, it was 
hard to see how even a brute could cast her 
aside as so much clay. 

According to the testimony, this wretch 
lounged over her coffin at the depot, and said: 
“Tt don’t make much difference; she’s nothing 
buta d—n woman anyhow, and there are 
plenty of women in the world.” 

But to resume the thread of the testimony, 
the negro said he got off the train fearing he 
would get into trouble, but finally got aboard 
again and came to Gordon county. Collins 
loaded a pistol, cutting down a rifle ball to fit 
the chamber, and put it under the head of the 
bed, telling the negro that within three days 
he wanted him to do the work. 

One day Collins left the house and went to 
the still. On the way he met the negro, who 
says Collins told him now was a good time to 
put Mrs. Collins out of the way, also telling 
him the pistol would snap the first time and 
go off the next. A man who was at the still 
saw the men meet, but could not hear what 
Collins said to the negro. The negro 
went to the house, took up the 
pistol and snapped it out of the 
window. Then he went into Mrs. Collins’s 
room and shot her in the forehead as she rose 
up. Mrs. Moore, a neighbor, was in the house 
and saw the murder. 

By this time Collins had reached the still, 
and the man above referred to, who was at 
work there, testifies that at the sound of the 
pistol shot Collins said, ‘‘That d—n negro 
has killed my wife!”’ 

They went to the house and Mrs. Collins 
was in the throes of death. Before she 
expired Collins sat on the side of the bed and 
wrote a telegram to Rome for a coffin. 

When the negro was arrested in Rome Col- 
lins told the ofticer he was the wrong negro, 
and the officer released him. The darkey 
remained out two nights and then went 
to the house of an employe of the still, who 
arrested him. Then he told the story as 
above related. 

The evidence in corroboration was strong, 
and the jury brought in a verdict after being 
out about six hours. 

The solicitor has about decided to takea 
consent verdict against the negro, with the 
understanding that he will be sentenced to 
the penitentiary for life.

of poisoning the Talley negroes who occupied 
the same house, by mixing ‘‘Rough on Rats’ 
with food which she gave them. 

For some time the whole Talley family of 
ten became very sick occasionally and the 
doctor could not understand it. But the 
last time the symptoms pointed to poison. 

The mother of the family and one child 
died; the father was paralyzed in his lower 
limbs, and the other children were made 
deathly sick. 

A brother of Emily Boone testified that she 
gave him money to buy ‘Rough on Rats,”’ 
which he got and gave toher. He saw her 
stir a teaspoonful in a pitcher of 
milk and give it to the  Talleys. 
They all became very sick but recovered. 
The doctor who attended them thought it the 
result of the cows eating ‘“‘sick weed,’’ which 
sometimes makes the milk unwholesome. 
This boy, on a subsequent occasion, saw Emily 
Boone take more of the “Rough on Rats’”’ and 
stir it in meal and flour, which she gave to 
the Talleys. They baked and ateit, and the 
death of two and deathly sickness of the others 
speedily followed. 

Some testimony in this case was of a humor- 
ous character. Mrs. Johnson, the wife of the 
merchant at whose store the poison was pro- 
cured, testified that she sold the ‘Rough on 
Rats’’ to Emily Boone. 

‘‘Was it poison ?’’ asked the lawyer.

“How do you know; did Mr. Johnson 
analyze it?’’ 

**Yes, sir.”’

This analysis was not questioned, and it was 
thereafter admitted that “‘Rough on Rats’ was 
a poison, 

Emily Boone’s husband is now on trial. His 
wife cannot testify against him, and there is 
some doubt whether other evidence strong 
enough to convict can be had.

Two White Men Arrested for the Killing 
of a Negro. 


WARRENTON, Ga., Septemher 5—[Special.]— 
Sheriff Pinkston, of Hancock county, brought 
Messrs. Charles H. Dudley and James Bedsole, 
both of Hancock, here this morning and 
turned them over to Sheriff Shurley on a war- 
rant for the killing of West Scott, colored. 

Dudley is charged with the shooting and 
Bedsole as accomplice. 

The killing took place in the lower part of 
this county, near the Hancock and Glascock 
lines, ata negro church. Scott, a desperado, 
was drinking and disorderly and interferring 
with public worship, and Mr. Dudley, being a 
justice of the peace, the _ elders 
asked him to quiet the disturbance 
and. arrest Scott. This, with 
the assistance of Bedsole, he attempted to do. 
The negro defied arrest, and struck Dudle 
and his deputy several heavy blows, whieh 
caused them to release him. The negro then 
threw his hand behind him, and attempted to 
draw his pistol, and while in this position 
rt Sopa pulled his and shot him in the right 
side. 

The coroner’s jury rendered a verdict of jus- 
tifiable homicide, based upon the testimony of 
all the witnesses, white and colored, but a 
warrant was sworn out by, it is learned, some 
interested parties, who are pushing the matter. 
Bond was fixed at $500 in each case, and both 
inen left for Jewels to secure names of friends 
as bondsmen.

SENATE TO CONGRESS. 


He Talks About the Economic Principles, 
Tells Why He Resigned, and Touches 
on His Home Fight. 


A very certain way of ascertaining whether 
Colonel Snelson, of Meriwether, is in Atlanta, 
is to knock at room 30, the Markham. 

He is notably original in some things, not 
to Say eccentric, and pronounced in his views, 
and pronounced and original ideas about room 
30 he must have. In fact, he says so. 

“Yos,’’ he remarked last night, “it’s my old 
room. I make ita point always to get room 30 
when Iamin Atlanta. No ,no; I don’t 
know that it's the light. .No; the ventilation 
don’t amount to anything.

I was never 
absent from my seat but one day, and I put my 
salary for that day back in the treasury. I 
never drew my salary except forthe time I 
was actually at work for the state. Soto de- 
feat thisscheme ofthe house, to make the 
state pay for the time they were holding over, 
I resigned.”’ 

‘What became of it ?’’ 

“The resignation—it was burned. I told 
the governor that if the house adjourned that 
evening to burn my résignation. If the house 
didn’t adjourn, to accept my resignation un- 
conditionally.

Reed itn Maine. 


Our telegrams yesterday gave a brief sum- 
mary of the remarks made by Speaker Reed, 
who, in company with Mr. Lodge, the author 
ef the force bill, is hippodroming through 
Maine and making an effort to repair his 
badly damaged fences. 

There seems to be no doubt that reports of 
the condition of affairs in his district have 
alarmed Mr. Reed, and the result in Ver- 
mont will probably add to his fright. He 
thinks that he can best retain the confidence 
of his constituents by making a great blow 
over his work in the house. He is the great 
reformer who did it all with his little mallet; 
who not only prevented the obstructive tac- 
tics of the minority, but wiped the minority 
out altogether. 

There are several facts that Mr. Reed for- 
got to mention to his constituents. He for- 
got to tell them that he had suppressed de- 
bate; that he had so arranged matters that 
any measure, no matter how vicious, could 
be hurried through the house without dis- 
cussion; and that he only recognized those 
of his own side who were thoroughly under 
his control. 

Iie forgot to inform his constituents that 
the most extravagant and reckless legislation 
had been passed through the house, not on 
the vote of a quorum of the house, but on 
the ruling of the speaker. 

He forgot to say that the pension legisla- 
tion of the present congress had _ placed a 
burden of $119,000,000 a year on the tax- 
payers of the country—a sum larger by sev- 
eral millions than is now required for the 
support of the German army. 

He omitted to mention that some of the 
most disgraceful scenes known to American 
legislation had occurred on the fléor of the 
house; or that the Conger lard bill was 
passed by the influence of money used on re- 
publican congressmen. 

He forgot to say that republican members 
of congress indulged in fist fights on the floor 
of the house, and that they filled the air 
with profanity. 

He omitted to mention that the unspeak- 
able Cannon recently gave utterance on the 
floor of the house to epithets so vile and in- 
decent that the ladies were driven from the 
galleries in confusion—language so obscene 
that no newspaper has dared do more than 
indicate its character. 

Mr. Reed forgot’ to mention that a re- 
publican member on the floor of the house 
had characterized a republican senator and 
leader of the party as a felon and worse than 
a felon. 

All these things Mr. Reed forgot, but the 
Maine republicans read the newspapers, and 
if they are honest men they will give the 
speaker a lesson he will not soon forget. 


The County Primary. 

A prominent citizen makes some good sug- 
gestions in a talk printed in another column. 

He favors a democratic primary election 
to nominate candidates for the county 
offices, 

The plan of action proposed is a good one. 
Our last legislative primary was conducted 
under similar rules, and was, perhaps, the 
fairest and most satisfactory ever held inthis 
county. Itisof the utmost importance to 
bring out our best men for the county offices, 
and the only way to do this is to assure them 
that their claims will besubmitted toa dem- 
ocratic primary absolutely free from the 
ordinary methods of ward politics, 

A primary election in which the use of 
carriages and hired workers will be prohib- 
ited will enable the democrats of Fulton to 
nominate the men of their choice. As such 
a nomination is equivalent to an election 
‘every effort should be made to secure a full 
and fair expression of the popular will. The 
rules that governed the last legislative pri- 
mary gave satisfaction, and would work well 
in thecase of the county officers. Let us 
clear the track, and give good men a chance 
to run on their merits. 


The Women of Mississippi. 

Some of the best people in Mississippi are 
in favor of giving female property owners 
the right to vote. This would largely in- 
crease the white vote, and would aid in set- 
tling the race problem. 

The Rey. J. B. Gambrell makes a strong 
plea for the female suffrage. He says that 
it is a recognized fact in various forms in 
twenty-six states, in Canada, England, Scot- 
land, Wales, Ireland, France, Sweden, Rus- 
sia, Finland, Austro-Hungary, Italy, Bur- 
mah, Madras, Bombay, South Australia, 
New Zealand, and in 300 islands in the At- 
Jantic and Pacific. The women of Wyoming 
can vote and hold any office; in Kansas they 
vote in municipal elections; in many states 
they vote on educational questions; in Mon- 
tana they vote on matters of taxation, and 
in Arkansas and Mississippi they vote on 
petitions to grant liquor licenses, Lord 
Salisbury, the British premier, has said that 

_he would support a bill granting full and 
complete suffrage to women. 

How does it work? The chief justice of 
Wyoming says that women at the polls tend 
to make elections peaceful and orderly. The 
idea that women are in any sense degraded 
by the act of voting, or by their active inter- 
est in a political campaign, will have to be 
abandoned. The men of Mississippi who 
are considering the new plan of suffrage 
know that the virtues of their women cannot 
be lost by coming in contact with a crowd of 
men at the ballot box. Ifit ever becomes 
necessary for southern women to go to the 
polls in order to help their fathers, husbands 

and brothers in their fight for civilizaticn, 


they will do their duty and return to their. 


homes as pure and admirable as they were 
_ when they went forth to work for the good 

' gause, 

__ We are willing to admit all this. And yet 
it is a pity... Southerners have always 


| be spared the unpleasant burdens of life, and 
it is repugnant to them to think of their 
wives and daughters mixed up with the ex- 
citing and vexatious business of politics. 

If the people of Mississippi decide that 
their salvation, politically, depends upon 
female suffrage, we feel confident that the 
new voters will constitute a powerful moral 
influence in public affairs, and that they 
will in no degree unsex themselves, but we 
shall never cease to lament the imperative 
necessity of the case and the unpleasant re- 
sponsibilities growing out of it. 

It is to be hoped that Mississippi will find 
another way out of her troubles. Southern 
women do not want the ballot, and it should 
be given to thém only as a last resort in a 
desperate emergency. 


A Northerner’s Views. 

In another column will be found an in- 
teresting letter from a fair-minded north- 
erner, 

From time to time we receive similar 
letters from thoughtful northern men, and 
their general tenor sustains our frequently 
repeated declaration that the masses of the 
north sympathize with our people in their 
struggle to maintain their civilization and 
an honest government, 

Our correspondent is an ex-union soldier, 
but he frankly says that he had no idea that 
he was fighting to make f{gnorant slaves the 
rulers of the south. He naturally resents 
such an unworthy outcome of the war for 
the union. Some of his points are so clearly 
and strongly put that they cannot ‘be re- 
peated too often. England and Russia are 
mentioned as examples supporting the 
writer’s position that the emancipation of a 
race should not carry with it the elective 
franchise. England did not change her 
constitution to turn her freedmen_ into 
rulers, and Russia will wait for generations 
before she gives her ex-serfs the ballot and 
the right to hold office. 

In this country we tried the most reckless 
experiment in the history of the world. We 
armed millions of ignorant men of an in- 
ferior race with the ballot, and turned them 
loose upon the civilization and the institu- 
tions of the people who had built up the 
republic, 

We are still fighting the evils resulting 
from this social and political revolution. 
With the whites of the south it is a fight for 
self-preservation, and they must win or see 
their fair land turned into a Hayti. 

We have said many times, and every year 
strengthens us in the conviction, that our 
eneniies at the north are a violent minority, 
whose influence is steadily diminishing. 
Day by day the two sections are coming to 
a better understanding, and when their busi- 
ness interests become more closely allied, the 
old-time ‘prejudices will disappear. 

The issues of the future cannot be purely 
sectional. The northern people are too 
sensible and just to pursue a policy that 
would impoverish the fairest and most pro- 
ductive states in the union. Self-interest, 
if a higher motive is lacking, will in the 
near future cause them to stand shoulder to 
shoulder with the southern people in their 
struggle for peace, order and white suprem- 
acy. The new north and the new south 
will dwell together in harmony and unity. 


Lintless Cotton, 

A correspondent of THE CoNsTITUTION 
some time ago called attention to the fact 
that a South Carolina planter had succeeded 
in developing a variety of the cotton plant 
that bore lintless seed. Specimens of the seed 
were sent to The News and Courier, and the 
matter excited considerable curiosity. 

A correspondent of The Globe-Democrat, 
referring to this publication, says that the 
statements then made have been verified by 
the discovery of lintless cotton growing spo- 
radically on a plantation about fifteen miles 
from Columbia. The correspondent has two 
bolls. 

One of them is nearly mature and open, 
showing twenty-four large, black, shining 
seeds, packed as closely as green peas in a 
pod. There is not a fiber of lint about the 
seeds or the boll. The other boll is greener, 
and was cut open, exhibiting thirty-two 
large, green seeds, just beginning to change 
their.color. There is no lint in this boll 
either, and the seeds lie pressed against each 
other three, four and five in a row. The 
seeds in these two bolls are fully twice as 
large as the average cotton seed, and are 
from two to three times as numerous, ordi- 
nary cotton pods containing not often more 
than a dozen seeds. The appearance of the 
plant is precisely the same as its lint-bearing 
fellows. 

It is said that experiments will be made 
with this variety on a large scale. Great is 
the cotton plant! 


The Signs of the Times, 

We have frequently referred to the signs 
of mutiny that are visible in the ranks of the

The Result in Vermont. 

The remark of The New York Tribune 
that ‘‘Vermont scores the usual republican 
victory’’ is probably from the sarcastic pen 
which has recently, in a quiet way, been 
devoted to prodding and pricking the Harri- 
son administration. 

Asamatter of fact, the republican ‘‘vic- 
tory’’ in Vermont amounts to a crushing 
defeat, and it is so considered by the repub- 
lican leaders in Washington, who have 
already been holding a conference to con- 
sider what course to pursne. There seems 
to be no doubt that they are thoroughly 
alarmed. 

Vermont is republican by force of habit— 
not through principle, but by custom and 
inheritance, so to speak. It hus been so 
thoroughly republican that the fluctuations 
of the majorities haye been regarded as in 
the nature of a barometer. 

It has been observed that when the re- 
publican majority in Vermont fell below 
25,090, the result was significant of a demo- 
cratic victory throughout the country. 
During the campaign that has just culmi- 
nated in the smallest republican majority 
since 1856, the voters were fully advised as 
to the significance of the result, and of the 
necessity of putting forth their full strength 
at the polls. 

In spite of the warnings of the organs 
and the orators, the republican majority last 
Tuesday wag about 15,000, the lowest ever 
given in that state. 

In other words, in spite of the tremendous 
exertions made by the republican campaign- 
ers; in spite of the two great republican 
issues, the force bill and the McKinley hill, 
14,000 republican voters remained away 
from the polls; whereas, on the other hand, 
the democrats have not only increased their 
vote over the presidential year, but have 
actually doubled their representation in the 
legislature. 

This significant and crushing defeat The 
Tribune calls ‘‘the usual republican yic- 
tory,’’ and it will undoubtedly turn out to 
be such. The disgusted Vermont repub- 
licans are too thoroughly permeated with 
prejudice to vote with the democrats, but 
they stayed at home and refused to vote at 
all, and thus put the seal of their condemna- 
tion on the vicious and arrogant policy of 
the republicans in the force bill and the 
McKinley bill, and as manifested in the 
tyranny of Reed.

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A Northerner’s Views. 

EDITOR CONSTITUTION.—AS no northern paper 
seems to have the courage to publish the follow- 
ing, my wife suggests that I try yourpaper. Iam 
sure that I do not wish to stir up strife, but, on 
the contrary, am anxious to set aside everything 
that would evoke ill feeling. It may not be amiss 
to state in the beginning that 1 served for nearly 
four years aS a union soidier, but that Il bad no 
ideal was fighting to make ignorant slaves the 
rulers of the south. 

When England made her slaves free, she did not 
alter her constitution for the purpose of forcing 
the franchise upon them; indeed, she has not be- 
stowed unrestricted franchise on ber white citi- 
zens, nor has Russia given to her freed serfs the 
power of electing their rulers. The white race of 
the best strain has scarcely demonstrated, yet, the 
right to perfect freedom, and it is an axiom that 
wise men accept that the ballot is more terrible 
than a gun,in the hands of an ignorant man. 
The former may sometimes miss fire, but the 
latter, even when not counted, always does mis- 


chief. 

The southern people are accused of breaking 
the laws, and from the manner of those who 
make the accusation, it would be inferred bya 
stranger that the laws so broken were lawfully 
formed. It is something worth remembering, 
though Lhave not seen any note of the fact 
hitherto, that the statutes, which the wicked 
southern people are accused of i noring, 
were passed by a minority of the people for spite. 
The majorities of the northern states were not 
greater than the whole vote of the south, by any 
means,and the white pc eple of the south, who were 
most interested in the matter, were p1oibited 
from participation in the debates on the question, 
and from registering their approval or dissent. 
The nation was .gerrymanered for the purpose of 

assing the laws, and I have heard Mr. Boutelle, 
fn his place in Congrats, say that he was not going 
to argue as tothe danger to the white race 
and the cause of civilization, but simply take his 
stand em the “facts and the law.”’ It has not been 
seriousiy: denied that the laws give the negro the 
right of voting, and that in some cases ‘he has 
been prevented from voting, and that occasionally 
his vote has been “‘counted out.” But it mvst not 
be forgotten that the south never endorsed the 
law, and that the north not so very long ago, for 

ntimental reasons, which every southenk man 
of spirit heartily commends, refused to obey a law 
which was pas upon by the supreme court, 
which was enacted bya majority of the ple 
and which seemed to be constitutional. It was 
thought generality in the north that every one 
who assisted a myo slave to freedom, was 
doing God service, and I believe he was, though 
the act was a direct violation of a law, properly 
enacted, by a real majority of the people, and 
which was a ntly in conformity with the 
spirit of the religion of the majority of the citi- 
zens of the country.

Reasons Why It Was Not Granted Privileges 
by the County Commissioners. 


The petition of the Atlanta Street Railway 
Coupany to be allowed to extend its lines on 
Gordon street from West End to Westview 
cemetery, was not granted by the county com- 
or at their regular meeting, Wednes- 

ay. 

The reason why this petition was refused, is 
explained hy the chairman of the board, Mr. 
Cc. W. Hunivicutt. 

He says thatin the first place the county 
had gone to the expense of constructing a 
macadamized road from Piedmont park to 
Westview, so as to give the people of Atlanta 
and the citizens of Atlanta a nice driveway, 
free of the encumbrance of street railway, and 
especially dummy lines, to the cemetery. 

In the second place, the company, so he, as 
chairman of the board, asserts, already owns 
and operates a line 8 atts to Gordon street, 
from West End to Westview. 

These are the reasons stated why the pe- 
tition was not granted. 

And yet, the fact that the road from Pied- 
mont park to Westview, by way of North 
avenue, is more than a mile from the business 
portion of the city, and the further fact that 
street car lines have been laid on several miles 
of road, much more extensively traveled than 
this is, or isevyer likely to be, was not set 
forth. 

But the action of the commissioners settles 
the matter. That part of Gordon street is 
to be kept intact, as a public highway, and 
no street car tracks will be laid along its 
course, at ljeast for the present.

The farmers are being urged to hold their 
cotton through the month of September by the 
alliance leaders. 

Following is the official circular letter that 
is being sent out by President W. L. Peek, of 
the alliance exchange, to alliancemen all over 
the state. 

The reference to the subtreasury is interest- 
ing: 

THz FARMERS’ ALLIANCE OF GEORGIA, AT- 
LANTA, Ga., September 5, 1890.—To the Farmers of 
Georgia: The great decline in cotton from 11 to 
914 cents, in less than a month, and the uncalled 
for tightness in the money market, and a dispo- 
Sition on the part of speculators to gobble up the 
crop for less than the price of production, thereby 
making more out of itthan the producer, and 
with 2 strong indication of a short crop, and after 
reviewing the situation relative to cotton: 

We advise you, unless you can realize 10 cents 
net atyour home market for September cotton, to 
hoid it. Understand, we only recommend the 
mirketing of September cotton at 10 cents. 

We advise the holding of the crop for better 
prices than 10 cents after September. Always 
hold your cotton in the seed,if possible, and as 
your debts are not due before the 1st and 15th of 
October. we hope to be able to aid you in getting 
an advance before then of 75 per cent on market 
value,and relieving you from forced sales, and 
enable you to get such prices as are remunerative, 

We hope thatin the near future we will get ad- 
vances, without interest, through our subtreasury 
pian.

THE PLEA FOR A PRIMARY. 


A Plan Proposed, by Which the Best Men 
Can Be Chosen. 

One of the most prominent citizens of At- 
lanta was talking yesterday in answer to the 
assertion that the people were already, or were 
becoming, ‘‘tired of primaries.”’ 

He is not a politician, but a business man, 
and his argument and plan are worthy of con- 
sideration. 

‘In order for a county or city to prosper,’’ 
said he, ‘‘it is essential and absolutely neces- 
sary to have good government, and to have 
good government it requires good men in 
office, and toget the best men in the com- 
munity to become candidates for office, they 
have to be convinced that the election will be 
fairly conducted and none but those who are 
legal voters are allowed to vote. 

‘In a county like ours that is so overwhelm- 
ingly democratic, a democratic primary, 
honestly and fairly conducted, is equivalent 
toan election. In order to get good men to 
offer and nominate the best men that do offer, 
I would suggest that the county democratic 
executive committee order a primary for the 
purpose of sele®ing candidates for the county 
offices at the election in January next under 


, these regulations: 


“1. Polls shail be open in all the six wards 
of the city of Atlanta from 7 a. m, to 6p. m., 
and in the country precincts from 8 a. m. to 3 


%. m.; each polling place to be managed and 


controlled by threes managers, to be appointed 
by a subcoinmittee of five from this body, the 
committee to be selected by the ohairman and 
the chairman pro tem.; said mandAvers shall 
consolidute the vote and report the same to 
this committee at the courthouse by 12 o’clock 
on the next day after said election. 

“2. In said election only democrats who 
shall have registered with the tax collector of 
the county shall be entitledto vote. Each 
person should vote in the ward or militia 
which he __ lives. A iist 


of the voters should be 


registered 
of five above referred to. 
‘3. In the interest of a fair and honest 
election the use of carriages for hauling voters 
tothe polisand employment of workers to 
solicit votes should be strictly prohibited; the 
candidate that either directly or indirectly, in 
person or through others, violates this rule 
should be deciared not nominated whether he 
receives a majority of the votes cast or not. 
‘The last primary election was the fairest 
this county ever had,” continued the speaker. 
‘In my opinion you don’t improve upon the 
rules that govern it.”’ 


A CARD FROM COLONEL COX. 


EpITtoR CONSTITUTION: AS in the course of 
nearly ten years of private life it has several times 
been published that I might do this or do that, 
please let me state that lam not an aspirant for 
any political office now or in the near future, or as 
far as I can sec, and that there is no more reason 
to expect an independent race now or at any other 
time from me than from any other party man in 


the state. 

I can see no probability, hardly a possibility, in 
which I'd make a race against a democratic 
nominee. 

If it should occur that a nominee should prove 
not to be a democrat at all; that, under a demo- 
cratic cloak, he he!d real centralizing principles, 
p'ainly and manifestly; and, in conjunction with 
this, there shou'd be a genera] democratic demand 
that I shou!d undertake the duty of unmasking 
him, then I might or might not obey—if no other 
would or could, then Ishould.

Be assured that 
im the great trade balance betwe @ this ple 
andthe government there’s but one way for you 
to better your balance, and that is to decrease 
what the government takes from you. Any 
scheme for the government to appropriate 
millions will only cause you to lose the 
roillions which will mark the discermi- 
nations against you in the distribution. 
Don’t forget that the government has 
nothing except what it wrings out of you, on 
a system which discriminates against you in the 
getting, and when it begins to distribute it back 
then the same o'd rule of much to the north and 
little to the south does and will do its same old 
work.

Mr. Jack Maher and Mr. John Mercer Have 
a Falling Out—Mr. Maher Tries to 
Shoot Mr. Mercer. 


Mr. Jack Maher, of the firm of Kelly & 
Maher, saloonists, attempted to shoot Mr. John

seriously hurt, if not killed. 

Asit was he escaped unscathed, the bullet 
passing over his head. 

The affair created a sensation, attracting a 
big crowd. The shot was heard in the opera 
house, where it excited the audience con- 
siderably. 

Both men are well known in the city, and 
their friends regret the affair exceedingly. 

The shooting was the result of a falling out 
between Maher and Mercer several days ago. 
Just what that falling out was about nobody 
but the parties themse!ves know. 

It must have been quite serious, however, 
for friends have been interceding between 
them since it occurred, to prevent a collision. 

Mercer, up to the time- of the falling out, 
had been a frequent visitor of the Kelley & 
Maher place, making it his headquarters. He 
was employed there for a time several months 
ago. 

When the two men fell out, Mr. Maher 
ordered Mercer from his place, and since then 
he has been frequently warned by mutual 
friends—Patrolmen Looney and Mehan among 
them—not to go about Maher any more unless 
he wanted trouble.

PRESIDENT INMAN DENIES THAT 
THE MONON IS PURCHASED 


By the East Tenness¢e-—The Queen and 
Crescent to Change Hands on the 
Ist of October, Etc., Ete. 


Important if true, 

That’s the status of the Monon deal. 

Tue CONSTITUTION’sS authoritative denial 
of the rnmor that the Central had purchased, 
or was about to purchase, the Covington and 
Macon, has been amply corroborated by the 
developments of the past two or three days, 
ending with the roads going into the hands of 
@ receiver. 

The other rumor about the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Columbus is one that hardly de- 
served notice in the first place, and was 
effectually disposed of by adenial from the 
authorities of both roads. 

Another tumor is to the effect that the East 
Tennessee has secured centro! of the Monon — 
the Louisville, New Albany and Chicago. 

An ofticial of the East Tennessee is quoted 
as saying in Atlanta recently: 

“Our road will take charge of the Queen and 
Crescent and the Monon on the Ist of Ocw- 
ber.”’ 

President Inman telegraphs: 

‘‘No truth in rumor that East Tennessee has 
secured control of Monon system.” 

So if there is any foundation. for the rumor, 
it must be found in the probable fact that ne- 
potiations are pending, and that the control of 
the road is reasonably certain to go to the East 
Tennessee, though the deal has not yet been 
made. 

* “The East Tennessee,’’ remarked an officer 
of the road yesterday, ‘‘must havea line to 
Chicago, and there is none better than the 
Monon. The reportis very reasonable upon 
the face ofit andin the absence of any positive 
information. The Monen, moreover, 18 an- 
tagonistic toward the Louisvilleand Nashville, 
and an alliance with the Terminal interests 
would be of mutual advantage.”’ 

The Covington and Macon. 

Tho Covington and Macon is one of the 
most interesting uncertainties in the railroad 
situation in Georgia now. 

It will probably be sold soon, and the inter- 
esting question is—who will get it? 

The roadis a valuable piece of property, 
and would be moré so with through connec- 

_tions-at Macon and Athens. 

It is 107 miles long, with fourteen miles of 
sidings, and is bonded at $1,284,000, there 
being an equal amount of stock. The road 
owes no debt except the coupons on its bonds. 
The roadbed isin excellent condition, and it 
is well equipped. 

Who will get it? 

Hard at Work. 

At present all the railroad men of the city 
are busy preparing for the large busines 
which they expect to do this season. — 

Many of the freight menare going over 
their different territories soliciting business 
for their different roads. 

The freight business of the different roads 
has never been in amore flourishing condition, 
and the representatives of the roads here have 
their hands full to attend toit all. 

The passenger business is at present steady, 
but it will, of course, become more lively as the 
fall season Comes on.

property on the island, and which is actively 
engaged. in prepating to make extensive im- 
provements there. : e* 

In speaking of the deal by which he and hise 
company secured control of this valuable prop- 
erty, Mr. Duncan said: : 

“This summer, while Mr. L. P. Hillyer, 
cashier at the Merchants’ bank at Washing- 
ton, Ga., was down at Cumberland, he heard 
in some way that Mrs. Carnegie had -made an 
offer for the Bunkley property. As you know, 
‘Dungenness,’ the beautiful home of Mrs. 
Carnegie, is on the other end of the island, 
and she was anxious to own this part of this 
beautiful and popular resort. 

‘*Mr. Hillyer opened negotiations with Mr. 
Bunkley, and obtained an option on 
the property for $75,000. He then came to 
Macon and to see me. He asked me wy 
opinion of the price, and aiter some discussion 
we interested other gentlemen with us, an 
determined to raise among ourselves the 
money necessary for the first payment, and to 
go ahead and perfect the company to purchase 
the property.

AN INTERESTING TALK BY CAPTAIN 
HARRY JACKSON, 


fle Tells of the Original of DeGive’s Drop 
Curtain—The Recent Puarchase ofa 
Picture for Telfair Academy. 


~ - mee 


Captain HarryJackson has just returned from 
a visit to Europe. Having spent several years 
in England, where he has many relatives, and 
in France, during his school days he found the 
trip, of course, full of interest, aside from the 
sights and scenes that were new to him aftera 
lapse of many years. 

In conversation yesterday he remarked: 

“One fact that gave an additional interest to 
my visit to Paris is that my grandfather, 
fon. Henry Jackson was minister to France, 
his position being secured through Hon 
William H. Crawford, whoin he succeeded as 
minister. He wasa man of letters, and not 
» politician, and on account of that, more than 
anything else, he was recommended by Mr. 
Crawford. He was in France during the latter 
part of the reign of the great Napoleon, 
and was an intimate acquaintance of the cele- 
brated Madame de Stael, which gave him an 
entree into those circles which contained all 
that was choicest and best in French literature 
during the halcyon days of the First Empire. 

“During his stay there he accumulated an 
anormous library of French literature, which, 
at his death, he bequeathed tothe University 
of Georgia, and today his donation forms the 
bulk of the library atthe university of Ath- 
ans. Asa matter of course, this added adii- 
tional pleasure tomy trip, asI felt while in 
Paris that I was treading the same ground 
which he trodin his prime, and during the 
heydey of the glory of the reign of the great 
Napoleon. 

A STRIKING RESEMBLANCE. 

“While going through the great art. gallery 
Into which the ancient palace of Versailies has 
been transformed, I ran upon a very striking 


resemblance. 

**So striking, indeed, that it would be patent 
to any Atlanta person who had ever seen the 
drop curtain at DeGive’s. 

‘You know, of course, that there has been a 
reat deal of gossip about that curtain. Well, 
tis a section of one of Vernet’s masterpieces, 

the one in which be made immortal the form 
and features of the first Baron Rothschild. It 
occupies the entire end of aroom in the pal- 
ace, and that room takes its name from the 
name of the picture, ‘Smallah.’ 

“Standing in front and looking at the 
picture one sees the spirited reproduction of 
one of the triumplant battle scenes of the 
French in Algiers. 

‘Tt is the charge of the Duc d’Aumale, son 
of Louis Philippe, on the guard of picked 
soldiers that Abd-el-Kader, the heroic bey of 
Algiers, had placed around his harem during 
the !ast death grapple of the Algerian struggle 
fn 1843. The picture is named ‘Smallah,’ the 
Algerian term for the household gods. 

‘Women and children, servants and house- 
hold officers are seen flying in all 
directions, pursued, eut down and 
trampled upon by the Chasseurs d’Afrique, 
the -victorious legions of the Duc d’ Aumale, 
who discovered the weakness of the defense. 
and by amasterpiece of strategy rode in, de- 
feated and dispersed the chosen soldiers of 
Abd-el-Kader, and broke the heart of the 
Algerian army: 

‘*But front and foremostin the picture is the 
form of a typical shylock, burdened with his 
bags of gold and bales of silks and costly goods, 
on whose face is depicted all the craft 
and cunning of human depravity. In _ his 
flight he has just passed a dying woman and 
has set one foot upon a dead child. 

‘The face is a perfect picture of the first 
Baron Rothschild 

AN ARTIST’S REVENGE. 

‘The story of the painting is an artist’s 
revenge. Horace Vernet, one of the greatest 
of French artists, painted a portrait of the first 
Baron Rothschild. When the latter came for 
it, Vernet put a price of 100,000 francs upon it. 

‘The baron refused to pay it, and with the 
characteristic om PE ota of a Frenchman, 
Vernet exclaime 

** ‘You —— —— old Jew, I'll put you where 
you'll live forever!’ and tore the canvass into 
shreds. 

‘So when he went topaint this scene in 
the palace of Versailles, he placed the perfect 
likeness of the baron in the front of the 
picture. The picture caused a profound sensa- 
tion; when revealed to the public, and the 
baron offered 500,000 francs to have the gov- 
ernment paint it out. The present baron has 
offered a million, but in both cases the govern- 
ment has refused to entertain the proposition. 

THE ATLANTA PROTOTYPE. 

**So soon as I saw the picture I recognized 
the drop curtain at DeGive’s as being a re- 
production of a section of this famous paint- 
ing. I had three photographs taken, one each 
of three sections, so as to be able to substanti- 
ate the fagt, and one of these is the section 
that makes tip that curtain.” 

ANOTHER HISTORIC PIECE. 

A masterpiece has been added to the Tel- 
fair Art academy, at Savannah, by General 
Henry Rh. Jackson, president, aided by Pro- 
fessor Karl M. Brandt, chief director. This 
academy is one ofthe finest in the country, 
and General Jackson has taken a great deal 
of interest in its welfare. 

It was endowed by Miss Telfair, and pos- 
Besses some of the finest works of artin the 
country. 

But the latest acquisition is what Captain 
Jackson regards as Kolbach’s masterpiece. It 
is a picture that portrays a scene during the 
Spanish Inquisition. A beautiful matron, 
blonde and blue-eyed, lies bound at the foot of 
the steps at the portico ofan elegant church. 

On the portico stands a cardinal in the vest- 
ments of the Catholic church as they were 
during the reign of Ferdinand and Isabella, 
and on his face is portrayed the lineaments of 
religious fanaticism. With one long bony 
finger he points to the prostrate form ofa 
young girl, blonde and blue-eyed like her Ger- 
man mother, and he is condemning her to the 
stake, where she must take her turn next. 
Her father, also bound, is on the other side, and 
her brother, apparently a youth of fifteen or 
sixteen, stands just behind the trio with his 
hand raised heavenward as if invoking the aid 
of a higher court. 

In the rear are a number of martyrs being 
burned at the stake, and among them the 
young gir! is to be sacrificed. 

‘‘But the most striking figure,’’ said Captain 
Jackson, “‘is that of a priest who is slipping 
out at one side, loaded down with plate and 
treasure taken from these protestants who are 
condemned for heresy.

A Ratlroad Man Gives Some Intcresting 
Figures About It. 

“It is only neeessary,’’ said a well-known 
railroad man, yesterday, ‘to give a few figures 
to show how badiy Atlanta needs a new 
depot. ' 

“There are eighty-cne passenger trains in 
and out of Atlanta daily. Forty-six of these 
are through trains, and thirty-five are local 
and suburban.”’ 

To show how they come and go on the differ- 
ent roads, he gave the following table: 

Richmond and Danville, 4 through, 2 local. 

Georgia, 6 through, 2 loeal. 

Western and Atlantic, 8 through, 4 local. 

Atlanta and West Point, 4 through, 2 local. 

Georgia l’acific, 4 through, 2 loca’, 

Central, 8 through, 23 local and suburban. 

Atianta and Florida, 4 through. 

East Tennesse, Virginia and Georgia, 6 through. 

Marietta and North Georgia, 2 through. 

Total through, 46; loeal and suburban, 35. 

“Thirty six of these through trains and 
thirteen of the local accommodations arrive and 
depart from the Union depot,’’ he said. 

“There are only six tracks inside of the 
depotand often the trains have tostand on the 
outside because there is not room for them in- 
side the depot building. Often, too, some 
roads have to use the tracks belonging to 
other roads, and itis not unusual to see two 
trains which are to departin ditterent directions 
on different lines sharing a __ track. 
It surely looks as if a city, which is known as 
the railroad center of the south, could afford 
to do better than this. 

‘*Were it not for the excellent management 
under which the depot is, the complaints of 
both railroads and people would be in- 
cessant. The baggage room  is_ not 
large enough to accommodate —_ the 
baggage which sometimes comes in on a single 
train. During the time when travel is at its 
heaviest, it is a common sight to see the 
— between the tracks filled with trunks.

certainly a wonder how so0 much is 
accomplished with the present small force and 
poor depot facilities, especially during the 
times when travel is as it is at Atlanta during 
the fall season and the exposition period.’’

TORS GETTING READY FOR TRIAL.

Christopher Clark Goes Off to Columbus— 
we? William Blackwell Out on Bond— 
More About the Case. 


The case of the Lumpkin county conspira- 
tors takes on new interest. 

Christopher Clark, one of the prisoners who 
was convicted at the last term of the federal 
court for shooting at Officers Grizzle and Tol- 
bert, has been taken off tothe United States 
penitentiary at Columbus, Ohio. 

Blackwell, the other prisoner, charged with 
being onewof Clark’s partners in the crime, 
gave bond yesterday and has gone back to his 
home in the Blue Ridge a free man, at least 
for the present. ies 

The readers of Taz Constitution are fa- 
miliar with the cases brought against these 
fellows. 

Last spring Christopher Clark was arrested 
for running an illicit distillery. He resisted 
arrest, and came near shooting one of the offi- 
cers with a shotgun. " 

He was tried, and gave bond. 

A few nights afterwards two revenue offi- 
cers, Messrs. Grizzle and Tolbert, were riding 
through a lone mountain pass in the 
neighborhood where Clark had been arrested. 
Suddenly they were fired at three or four 
times in rapid succession by a band of moon- 
shiners in ambush. 

In the tlash of the muskets they said they 
recognized the face of Christopher Clark and 
saw four other men run away in the darkness 
beyond. Three men were arrested 
on the charge of conspiracy—Christopher 
Clark, William Blackwell and Riley Dang- 
ley. 

WILL GO TO THE SUPREME COURT. 

Colonel A. M. Quillian, the attorney for 
Clark and Blackwell will endeavor to have 
Clark’s case carried to the supreme court, hav- 
ing failed to get a new trailin the lower court. 

Since his sentence Clark has received by 
a decision of the superior court of Lumpkin 
county an immense estate of gold mine lands 
left him by his father, which has been held up 
in the courts for years on the question of 
Clark's nativity. It having been proved that 
Clark’s mother was a Portuguese and nota 
negress, as was charged, he gets the estate by 
right of birth. 

Five years in the government penitentiar 
and a fortune don’t mix very happily an 
Clark is, in his mind, the most unhappy man 
on earth. 

To add to his oppression, he is betrothed to 
a beautiful mountain girl, a daughter of Black- 
well, the man charged with following Clark 
in his attack on the revenue oflicers. 

BLACKWELL. AND DANGLEY. 

The cases of Blackwell and Dangley are 
on the docket to be tried at the next term of 
the United States court. 

Blackwell's wife came to Atlanta recently 
with her husband’s bond made up, and he was 
released yesterday. 

Colonel Quillian said yesterday with refer- 
ence to this important and interesting case of 
conspiracy that if he could not get Ciark’s 
case in the supreme court he would plead for 
his pardon in the event that he cleared Black- 
well at the approaching term of the court. 

Dangiley was in Atlanta recently, arranging 
for the trial of his case. 

Ile says he can prove an alibi, and will bring 
witnesses before the court to do it. 

The other two conspirators have never yet 
been found. The officers said they saw five 
men, but only three haye yet been arrested 
even on suspicion. 

This case, with its manyinteresting features, 
will be one of the most notable criminal cases 
that will come before the approaching session 
of the federal court.

List, But Fails—The Unseating of 
Breckinridge in the House. 


WASHINGTON, September 5.—After the read- 
Ing of the journal of yesterday, the tariff bill 
was taken up by the senate, and consideration 
pf the free list proceeded with. 

Mr. Vance moved to strike out the proviso 
in paragraph 457, relating to animals imported 
especially for breeding purposes. The proviso 
requires animals to be pure-blooded, of recog- 
nized breed, with a record of pedigree, etc. 

The motion was defeated. Yeas 22, nays 34. 

The house bill to authorize the construction 
of a bridge across the Savannah river by the 
Middle Georgia and Atlantic Railway Com- 
pany was reported and placed on the calendar. 

The senate went back (in consideration of 
the tariff bill) to paragraph 434, relating to 
gloves which Mr. Plumb had yesterday moved 
to amend by striking out the additional rate 
on men’s gloves. 

The motion was defeated—yeas, 22 ; nays, 30— 
Mr. Plumb being the only republican who 
voted yea. 

| FOR THE BENEFIT OF PARKS. 
The consideration of the free list was ro- 


sumed. 

Mr. Quay moved to insert in the free list 
wild animals intended for zoological collections, 
scientific and educational purposes, and not 
for sale or profi He made the motion, he 
said, at the ie re of the Philadelphia 
Zoological Society. 

Mr. Aldrich said there was no objection 


to it. 

The motion was agreed to. 

Qn motion of Mr. Manderson, art education 
stops, composed of glass and metal, an _inven- 
tion used in kindergartens, was inserted in the 
free list.

Mr. Davis moved to insert binding twine on 
the free list, and Mr. Vance moved to amend 
the amendment by adding cotton bagging. 

Mr. Vance’s motion was defeated—yeas, 19; 
nays, 26—-Mr. Paddock being the only repub- 
lican who voted aye. 

After a long debate Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, 
moved to add to the Davis amendment the 
words, ‘“‘burlaps and bags for grain made of 


buriaps.’’ 

The amendment was rejected. Yeas, 26; 
nays 

Republicans who voted yea were:

Mr. Davis’s amendment was then agreed to—

Mitchell, Moody, Pierce, Plumb, Power, Saw- 
yer, Spooner and Washburn. 

Negative votes were given by Messrs. Al- 
drich, Blodgett, Cameron, Chandler, Dawes, 
Edmunds, Evarts, Frye, Hawiey, Higgins, 
Hiscock, Hoar, Platt, Quay, Sherman, Stewart, 
Stockbridge and Wolcott. 

Mr. Plumb moved to strike off the free list 
(paragraph 579) ‘“‘hides, raw or uncured, 
whether dry, saited or pickled.”’ 

The motion was rejected. Yeas 15, nays 29. 

HOW THEY VOTED. 

Tho aflirmative votes were given by one 
democrat (Mr. Pugh) and by the following re- 
publicans: Messrs. Allen, Allison, Cameron, 
Cullom, Higgins, Ingalls, Mitchell, Moody, 
Plumb, Quay, Stewart, Washburn, Wilson of 
lowa, and Wolcott. 

The democrats voted in the negative, to- 
gether with the following republicans: Messrs. 
Aidrich, Chandler, Dawes, Frye, Hale, Haw- 
ley, Hiscock, Hear, McMillan, Pierce, Platt 
and Sawyer. 

Mr. Vest moved to insert in the free list 
“timber, hewn and sawed, squared and sided, 
and sawed boards, plank, deals and other 
lumber, of hemlock, whitewood, sycamore, 
white pine and basswood.”’ 

Mr. Manderson moved to strike out of the 
amendment the words “hemlock, whitewood, 
sycamore and basswood,”’ leaving the amend- 
ment to apply only to lnmber of white pine. 

Another long debate followed, going over 
the whole ground of protection. 

Mr. Manderson’s amendment to Mr. Vest’s 
motion was rejected. Xeas, 3 (Paddock, 
Piumb and Washburn); nays, 48. 

Mr. Vest’s amendment was rejected—yeas, 
24; nays, 30. Republican senators who veted 
yea were Messrs. Ingalls, Manderson, Paddock 
and Plumb. 

Mr. Piumb moved to insert in the free list 
lumber, sawed boards, planks, deals and other 
lumber of white pine. Rejected—yeas, 22; 
nays, 33—the four Nebraska and Kansas sena- 
tors again voting with the democrats. The 
commitiee amendment putting mica on the 
free list was rejected. Yeas, 21; nays, 34. 

Mica was then restored, in paragraph 196, at 
the rate of 35 per cent ad valorem. Paragraph 

25 in the free list was, on motion of Mr. Car- 
lisie, modified so as to read, ‘all mineral 
waters not artificial.” . 

QUAY FAILS ON QUININE. 

Mr. Quay moved to strike out of the free list 
paragraph 665, ‘sulphate of quinine and all 
alkaloids or salts of cinchona bark.” 

The motion was defeated. Yeas 15, nays 38.

BRECKINRIDGE UNSEATED, 
He Makes a Speech Criticising the Actions 
of the Subcommittee. 


WASHINGTON, September 5.—In the house, 
immediately after the reading of the journal, 
the Clayton-Breckinridge case was taken up, 
and Mr. Breckinridge was accorded the floor 
to argue in hisown behalf. He charged the 
chairman of the committee on elections (Mr. 
Rowell) with impropriety in prejudging the 
case. That gentleman, in discussing another 
election case, had referred to the case from the 
second Arkansas district, and had declared 
that in that district five political murders had 
occurred. He called upon the gentleman to 
name the murdered men. 

Mr. Rowell said that they were Benjamin, 
Smith, Bently and Clayton; while an attempt 
had been made to assassinate Wahl. 

Mr. Breckinridge denied the correctness of 
this statement, and called attention to the fact 
that the gentleman himself concurred in the 
report which said that there was suspicion 
only of these things being true. He denied 
that the murders were political murders. His 
distinguished and lamented opponent had been 
foully and infamously murdered, but no one 
had produced any evidence that it wasin any 
sense the result of public antipathy—or had 
come from collective or organized effort. The 
state of Arkansas had done ten times as much 
in the money effort as it had ever done before 
topunish the guilty. The crime was a stain 
upon the state and an injury to the state; and 
as long as it was left in oblivion was 
susceptible of being used by unscrupulous 
men for political purposes. But men who 
charged, either on the floor or in the press, 
that the people of Arkansas, or any group of 
people representing the state, had ever shown 
sympathy with this infamous crime, or that 
he (Mr. Breckinridge) had any knowledge of 
it in the remotest degree, uttered that which 
was cowardly and mean, and which they knew 
to be false. [Demorratic applause. } 

He then turned his attention to Judge 
McClure, and stated that he had been informed 
that on the return of the subcommittee, re- 
publican members had endorsed McClure for 
an appointment to a high judicial position in 
Arkansas. He called upon any member of the 
subcommittee to deny the allegation. 

Mr. Lacey, of Iowa, chairman of the sub- 
committee, said that he had recommended 
Judge McClure in strong terms, believing him 
to be one of the best and most competent men 
in Arkansas. 

* Mr. Breckinridge said that he had only 
alluded to the matter to show the bias of the 
cominittee. He then proceeded to quote from 
a statement, made by a Mr. Blackburn (a re- 
publican), to show the bad character of Mc- 
Clure, the man whom the republican members 
of the committee had endorsed for advance- 
ment. Speaking of the murder of Clayton 
(whom he claimed as a bosom friend), he said 
that it had been stated that after 
that murder he should have resigned 
his seat. Why should he have resigned? 
He knew of no fraud in the election 
which invalidated his election. To have re- 
signed would have been to say that he be- 
lieved Clayton to have been murdered to affect 
the result of the election. To have resigned 
would have been to give force to the charges 
made against his people. It was not proper or 
manly todose. The house of representatives 
was the tribunal toinguire into the election. 
H{ad he withdrawn, he would have taken the 
case from a republican court—the only court 
which has any jurisdiction over the question. 

He then proceeded to criticise, in severe 
language, the action of the subcommittee, 
asserting that he had been denied witnesses 
after he had been promised that they would be 
accorded him. No greater debauchery of a 
free ballot had ever been committed than that 
committed by the committee. No greater 
crime against fair play and justice had ever 
been committed than had been committed by 
the official representatives of the people 
clothed in the panoply of law. 

After further severe comment upon the com- 
mittee, he said in conclusion: 

Come to your conclusion, and I will take an ap- 
peal to the people, regardless of party, in the dis- 
trict Ihave the honor to represent, on the broad 
ground of common honesty; and in November 
they will reverse both your conclusion and the 
method of your conclusion. [Democratic ap- 
plause.] 

Mr. Dalzell said that nominally this was a 
case between the quick and the dead. In re- 
ality it was an inquiry by the house as to the 
right of the occupant of a seat to retain that 
seat. If there were to be bayonets at the polls 
they should be those of the national govern- 
ment and not of -a political club. He read, in 
detail, the testimony bearing on the theft of 
the ballot box at Plummersville, and said 
that its theft was absolutely necessary to Mr. 
Greckinridge’s return, yet he stood here and 
asserted thatit had been stolen by the re- 
publicans—this republican ballot box. The 
house stood dumbfounded in tho face of sucha 
sublime embodiment of impudence. He re- 
hearsed the story of the murder of Clayton, 
exclaiming: 

Oh, the pity of it, my countrymen; for this is 
not italy, but an American republic. This is not 
the middle ages, but the nineteenth century since 
Christ was born. But I will not pursue this sub- 
ject. Let us leave this bleeding corpse as it was 
leit on that fatai night-—-on the floor in its blood. 

Hethen commented upon the backwardness 
of the state of Arkansas in endeayoring to 
hunt down the murderer. In relation to the 
Hooper theory he invited the citation of any- 
thing in the annals of crime and criminals 
which would equal it for absolute silliness. 
The sky of the second district of Arkansas was 
luminous with blood. From her desecrated 
soilthe blood of John M. Clayton cried to 
heaven, not for vengeance, but for justice, 
and the members on both sides were here as 
sacred ministers.to execute her just decrees. 
[Republican applause. ] 

The debate having been closed, Mr. Crisp 
moved to recommit the case with instructions 
to the committee on elections to report which 
of the gentlemen received the majority of the 
votes of the second district of Arkansas. Lost. 
Yeas, 81; nays, 101. 

The vote was then taken on the minority 
resolution confirming Mr. Breckinridge’s right 
toa seat. Lost. Yeas, 81; nays, 103. 

The resolution deciaring the seat vacant 
was agreed to. Yoas, 105; nays, 52. 

The house then took a recess until 8 o’clock, 
the evening session to be for the consideration 
of private pension bills.

NEW YORK, September 5.—The great failure 
of the firm of Sawyer, Wallace & Co. was the 
principal subject of conversation in Wall street 
today, and the general expectation was that the 
stock market would sell off upon the bad news. 
The course of prices, however, gave no indication 
that the failure had any influence upon the market 
either one way or the other, but the bulls were in- 
clined to think that as the market had stood such 
a catastrophe without showing any sign of dis- 
turbance that it would show great strength under 
really good news, and traders were disposed to 
take the long side again upon that theory. The 
day, however, brought forth no development, and 
the market was as flat as it has been at any time. 
The opening was made on a very limited business 
at irregular though slight changes from last 
night's final figures, and while traders were in- 
clined to hammer the market at first on the 
strength of the failure the resistance met changed 
them over to the bull side, and during the after- 
noon prices were brought up generally toa small 
fraction better than last night’s prices. At this 
time, however, the sensation of the day was 
brought out. It was rumored two days ago that 
after the Buflington and Quincy had been dis- 
posed of the Illinois Central would be given a 
twist. Upon the publication of an article detail- 
ing supposed dissensions between the stockholders 
and management of the Illinois Central in an 
evening paper, stock, which had sold at 110%, 
was offered down rapidly to 10744, on sales of only 
1,255 shares. Atthe tame time money was bid up 
to 12 per cent, and the genera! market felt the in- 
fluence, closing rather heavy at small concessions 
from last night’s figures, asarule, Sales of listed 
stocks 102,000 shares, unlisted 28,000.
